This Is the view of Anthony F. Arpaie, a 
former chairman of rtie Interstate Cbm- 
nf»er(» Ccmwiisston, and now the vice pres- 
ident in charge of International Services 
<rf RfA ExfM'^s. 

This d^s not mean that all the differ- 
ences between tl^v^esires and proposed 
^llcies of the r^jftted carriers will dis- 
appear. They are far too profound for that 
But it <»talnly does mean that here is one 
sreay at l^«t, where these carriers can pre- 
sint a oomrrron front In a just and common 
cause. The problem of unregulated car- 



riage, as Mr. Arpala makes clear, is a very 
serious one. R>f example, unregulated 
highway carrla^ handles nearly double 
that of regulat^ trucking. 

He also mak« the big point tlwt in* a 
crisis the gcwernment turns to the r«cM*«d 
tiwisportation im^Mtry. Thfs happened 
last October, when the Cuban emergency 
arose. It was the authorized regulated 
transportation services — raltroeds, trucks, 
planes— that the government rel»od upon. 
And that reliance was fully justified by 
lnstentane<HJs action on the p«rt of aW these 
s^^ices. 

Unregulated commercial transport, ex- 
isting side by side with a system under 
which the major movers of ^xjds and peo- 
ple are totally regulated, undermines the' 
national interest, which m^ns the Interest 
of us all.

In the 
last 4 years over 180,(X)0 acres 
ot cwn have bwn treated with 
Mrazine.

Each year a few reports 
are revised concerning atrazine 
injury to small grains.

Disney Camera 
Close-Ups To 
Be Explained 

How do Walt Diaiey's camera- 
men get their close-up pictures of 
wUd animals? 

The professional secrets of 
these afward-wiiming photogra- 
phers win be revealed in "Prairie- 
Seal Island," on "Walt Disney's 
Wonderful World of Color" Sun- 
day, April 28 (NBC-TV color 
broadcast, 7:30 to 8:30 p.m. H)T). 

In response to hundreds of let- 
ters from viewers taking how 
photographers ever maniige to get 
dose-up pictures of buffal<», 
mountain lions, waterfowl and 
big-homed sheep, Disi^ tun» 
the cameras on the cameramen 
themselves as they go about re- 
cording the day4}y-day life of tl^ 
uilmal kingdom. 

To photograph waterfowl, jAo- 
tograph^ Dick Borden, a special- 
ist in birds, explains the opei^tion 
of his "sneak boat," a narrow, 
one-man craft whidi floats so 
close to the waterhne it looks like 
a drifting log. The boat is silently 
powered by electric batteries and 
pjided by foot-operated rudders, 
thus freeing Borden's hands to 
aim the special camera he uses to 
make films of birds and other 
waier-dwelling wildlife. 

The phot(M2raphic team of Tom 
McHugh and James Simon ^t out 
to record the daily life of the 
buffalo aboanl their specially 
built "snowmobile," a sort (rf 
wingless airplane on skis. For 
doseups of the beast, McHugh 
employs a trick used by Indians — 
he coven h^melf with a buffalo 
hide and minel^ with the herd. 

Viewers will also ^company 
the cameramen to the fogbound 
island in the midUe of the Bermg 
Sea near .Mada, where evoy 
Spring thousands of seals return 
to tte pla(» of their birtt.

I guess you've read a plenty 
about various methods erf pro- 
ducing com. I've discussed 
about five methods with you so 
far. 

Lrt's bdl all these down into 
one practical, reasonable way of 
getting the job done. 

It seems to me that we must 
consider all the res(xirces we 
have on our farms, the labor 
cost, the energy exerted, t)est 
land use, and avaihbility of 
equipment, in making a change 
in our methods of producing. 

I definitely think the time is 
du5 for Virginia Beach com 
producers to make this change. 
You ask yourself this questiwi; 
Is it possible now, with my pres- 
ent equipment, to jMtxluce com 
with less labor, less cost, higher 
yield, and higher net profit. 
Your answer is yes.

What are we recommending 
now? Wdl let me tell you. 

With your present equipment 
prepare it quite so nice. After 
preparation, plant in the normal 
manner. * 

Within the first week after 
planting, spray with atnozine. On 
light land use 2 lbs. per acre in 
20 to 40 gallons of water per 
acre. On heavy soils use 3 lbs. 
per acre. j 

Don't cultivate after spra^ine. 
The atrozine will kill the weeds 
all season. Follow the manufac- 
t u r e r s recommendations on 
nozzle size. 
TREAT SOYBEAN SEEDS 

This year sovbean seeds 
should be treated with a chemi- 
cal funeicide. The "early freeze" 
last fall seriwisly damaged some 
seed and reduced its rate of 
^rmination. 

Soybean seed that has been 
obviouslv damaged or with a 
germination of less than 75 per- 
cent , shcmld not be planted. 
Chemical treatment will iwt re- 
vive dead seed, but it will ma- 
terially help weak senUings 
make normal plants. 

Check the germination of 
your soybean seed belare the 
plantini; season. Semi a sample 
to ttie State Seed Testing Labora- 
tory. 1114 State Office Building, 
Richmond 19, Virginia, for test- 
ing. If you want a oomf^ete test.

If the report comes 
back that seed geraiinates 75 
percent or better, it can be us^ 
if the seed is treated. 

Seed treatment is especiatty 
impM'tant if the seed is planted 
before May 15. Thiram (Ara^n 
is the most ctmimonly used ma- 
terial. Spergon and Captan have 
adso proven satisfactory. In all 
cases, read the directions on the 
chemical container and folWlf 
them. ,> 

Some growers are not co# 
ceraed about thin stands of soy- 
beans, for they kiK)W that thin 
stands will set more pods. This 
may compensate for tfie thin 
stands; however, such plants al- 
ways have pods close to the 
ground. This increases harvest 
losses materially. 

Soybean seed may be treated- 
any time prior to planting. A 
good time is after the seed ate- 
cleaned, preferably in the late* . 
fall or winter. 

There are certain precautions 
that should be taken. If you plan t> 
to grow so^iTcans on new ground, . 
or. on land where beans have not 
been grown, the seed should be 
innoculated with soybean nodo- 
lating bacteria immediately bb-j/o 
fore planting. If the nodulating 
bacteria are applied too far • 
ahead of planting time, the bac- 
eria may be killed by the chemi- 
cal seed treatment material. 

Most farmers prefer to have.^ 
their seed cleaned and treatai " 
chemically by cx>mmercial o^.nx 
erators. However, ^ed may be 
treated at home by using any 
kind of convenient mixing ma- 
chine, such as a barrel treater, 
or a cement mixer. Be sure to 
rewl the instructions given by 
the ihanuafcturer or Ae diemi- 
cal used. 

Treated seed is pois(mous and 
should not be used for food ot 
feed.

Manure delivered to a teeoon- 
is acted upon by l»cteria which 
di?est most of the solid materials. 
The type of bacterial actk» dft- 
oends on the avail^ility of 
oxvwen in the water. 

True lagoMK use primiarilv 
aerobic bacteria which live and 
multiolv in the presence <rf oxy- 
gen. Septic laeoons use anaerobic 
bacteria which fuiKtion in die 
absence <rf oxvwn. 

The size of the lagoon in rela- 
tion to the ouantitv of manure 
delivered will usuaHv determine • 
the tvpe of bacterial ^tion. La- 
ptXMis may be used for disp<»ing 
of waste from hogs, poultry and 
dairy cows. 

One lagoon is already in op- 
eration by R. P. Midirett and 
Roger Sawver on their Rosembnt 
Farm for disposal of hog waste.

Rnanclal <x>lumnist Sylvia Porter writes: 
'The Secupities & Exchange Commission is 
ajout to a$k Congress to paw a law ending 
me odd and unjustifiable 'double stand- 
ard" with which you must contend as an 
♦nx^stor in the stock markets of our coun- 
try today." 

Miss Porter goes on to explain why thtt 
» so. To quote her once m&nt, "When you 
buy shares of a corporation llstad on a 
•Jock exchange today, you can be sufe 
Ihat If and when your con^^ny's offlars, 
directors or large stockholders trade in 
your stock, this information will be made 
public. You can be sure that when you 
get a proxy from your cwnpany. It will 
contain data you need to re«h a sound 
decision cm how to vote." 



But these requirements do not apply. 
In anywhere near equal force or extent, 
to corporations wNse stocks 9t^ not listed 
on an excMnge. These corporations ou^ 
number those with llatlrrgs by a wide mar- 
gin. 

For sorm iime, financial authorities 
♦»ave been urging Congressional action of 
the s<Ml theSEC now contemplates. The 
result. In Miss Porter's words, ". . . would 
provide a strong spur to more effecth^ 
self-regulatton of the »curitles markets, 
fw the exchanges have machinery to po*- 
lice themselves. It surely would help 
raise tlw standards for securities salesmen 
and SKuritJes firms." 

It's an Instance, In sum, where sauce 
fw the goose is sauce for the gander.

This point of view has much to recom- 
mend it. For one thing, it is based on 
econcxtilc justice. For another, It Is based 
on economic reason— a reason which be- 
comes more and more important in an era 
when. It sewns, we are to spend more 
money while Gjllecting less In taxes and 
running up bigger and bigger inflationary 
cteflcits. Let REA and the member co-ops 
be given full credit for the excellent work 
they have done In many instances. But let 
them be held to their proper task— which 
is rrot to usurp areas of service, some ur- 
ban and industrial, which rtow, as always, 
•re tek^i care of by private enterpri^ 
with total adequacy.

«)me offices of Virginia National. 
TTwse offices Avill be known as the 
AWngdon Office and the Bristol 
(H^e of the Virginia National. 
Under the terms of the merger 
lavement the present shares of 
Ftoners Exchange Bank wiU be 
«djanged for 4Mi shares of Vir- 
l^ria National "Bank. There are 
now outstanding 14,000 shares of 
$& par value stock of Farmers 
£»dunge Bank. These shares wiU 
be surrendered for 63,000 shares 
|5 par value stook of the new 
Vl/^^ia National. The present 
dividend rate of Virginia National 
la 11.10 per annum, payable quar- 
ttriy. ITiis wiU mean that Farmers 
fiR^nge stockholders will re- 
eiSfe a dividend equivalent oi

their dd stock.

It is p(»aaUe that aomething In 
the basic nature of toeist cancers 
which makes soine of them grow 
rapidly causes them to wither un- 
der x-rays. Perhaps it is their fast 
grm^; x-rays are particularly 
lethal to dividing cells. 

While some^lkimb (rf cancer 
(sudi as m^anoaa, or 'lii^k 
rancH^', and tamo» of the dlj^s- 
Uve trwrt, prostate, testis, kidney, 
bladder and tl^rroid) are usually 
treated by snigery, others, includ- 
ing leukwnia and leukemic-like 
diseases and cancers of the skin, 
uterine oerm, lip, larynx and 
many other sites, oRen can be 
treated effectively with radiation. 

Several advrnces have in- 
creased greatly tl» scope of radia- 
tion tijcrapy in cancer. 

Many kinds of machine pro- 
ducing and delivering a variety 
of rays have increased the ac- 
curacy and effectiveness erf radia- 
tion. Among these are ^lotrons, 
jyndirotrons, betatrons, linear ac- 
celerators and radhim and cobalt 
"bonrt»," all of ttiem with mil- 
lions of electron volts of cancer- 
killtatg p^^itiid.' 

Tumors anywhere in the hu- 
man body now can be irradiated 
with super-voltage therapy. 

Experiments M Stanfonl Uni- 
versity are indicating that incur- 
able Hodgkin's disease, which at- 
t«*s lymphatic tissue, can be 
controlled for years at i time in 
many patients. The results, 
achieved with a linear accelerator,

With it the diver 
can float face down on thie sur- 
face or venture to modest depths 
and explore shallow water a^^as. 

The Scuba diver, vnth seU- 
contained underwater breathing 
apparatus tlukt wUl cost $180* or 
more, can push bell belowr the 
li^t dappled surface layers and 
explore to- any depth to whici^his 
body can be safely adapted. 

TTie sport diver may encounter 
underwater hazards since the en- 
vironment is unnatural to air- 
breatiiing mah and certain under- 
way animal and plant life can 
be unfriendly. Yet a lort otJtiit 
thrill and the lure of diving is to 
e^qilore the unknown and aiccess- 
fully meet the challenge of tm 
incompatible environment. It is 
only safe if the persm engaging 
in it do^ it with proper eqaii^ 
ment, is adequately trained. aoA 
recognizes safety precautions; 

Veteran divers compjffe the en- 
ergy expended in sports divings 
with that u^ in running. Tim 
man, woman or child who pants 
after walking up a fUght of steps 
or feels pooped after a 25 yard 
sw)m better stay on the water's- 
stirface. 

If you are attracted to skm or 
Scuba, I advise you to join an 
active diving chib whose members 
will recommend safe equipment. 
Nearly afl- clubs have qualified 
instructors v^ teadi new mem- 
bers proper diving tectomquia, 
stress hazards that may be met, 
how to avoid them and m^Mt to 
do if they are encountered.

Why Waste Taxpayers' Money? 



Ideological considerations aside, it is 
difficult to follow the reasoning of a num- 
b&r ol high govemment officials— in the 
Interior C^artment as well as those in 
oth^r agencies— who fight unrelentingly on 
befwif of new and extremely costly social- 
ized power projects, when private enter- 
priae, heavily taxed, and finarw^d entirely 
with private earnings and savings, is ready 
to do the job. 

The filial position of the federal govern- 
moit Is tottery, to say the least. We are, 
it s^Hns, to have tax i-ecluction with no 
reduction in spending. Indeed, the Admin- 
istration is solidly backing increased spend- 
ing In virtually every area in which the 
government cerates. The result will be' a 
deficit of gigantic size. Some thing it could 



very well run to $20 billion or so, for an 
all-time, peace-tlffie record. 

In the light of air this, which Is simply 
fact and not argurrient, economic sanity 
would certainly demand that the govern- 
ment rigorously refrain from any spend- 
ing which private enterprise and private 
resources are ready, able, and not only 
willing but eager to take over. 

Electric power development is the prime 
example here. Hundreds upon hundreds 
of millions of dollars are involved. The 
question is whether these shall be exiSed 
to the deficit, on a tax-free basis, or wheth- 
er we will give the green light to regulated, 
super-taxed private enterprise, and thus 
retard the drive toward a socialized coun- 
try.

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Test For Peace 
Corps Will Be 
Given Saturday 

NORFOLK— A new— «id much 
shorter— PMice Cor^ Placemei^ 
Text will b^ i^ven for Mm first 
time Satorday, April 27, in more 
than ^)0 communities across the 
nation. It will be ^ven locally in 
the Norfolk Post Office Building. 

The basic new test wil} be only 
one hour in length. By contrast, 
the old exam u^ by the Peace 
Corps lasted a minimum of four 
luHirs and, m specialized instanc- 
es, could last up to eight hours. 

The new, short test — ^llke the 
old one — is non-competitive. It is 
Mied as a device by Peace Corps 
(Petals to <tetennine if a appli- 
cmt is ibftsically qualified for 
Peace Corps ^rvice and at what 
level. 

Applicants who have already 
taken the old test do not need to 
take the new one. 

In addition to the one-hour test, 
applicants who have knowledge 
of French or Spanish must take 
an additional one-hour language 
achievement test. 

Dr. Edward R. Ifcnry, director 
of the Peace Cori»' sdedion di- 
vision, explained that the new, 
short te^ has been designed on 
the baais of information gained 
after two year's of experience 
with Uie longer exam. 

"S(»ne tests in the former bat- 
tery have been found to be of 
low validity in relation to the suc- 
cess of Volunteers in training and 
overseas. Other sections were 
more useful for proper class 
pla<%ment in training than tl^y 
were for setection," he explained. 

The new tests will be given at 
8:30 a.m., April 27, at designated 
Civil Service testing centers all 
over the nation. Infonnat|)n con- 
cerning the locations of such cen- 
ters may be obtained at local post 
offices. 

To be eligible to take the exam, 
applicants must either have sub- 
m^ted a questionnaire to the 
Peace Coips or must bring a com- 
pleted questionnaire to the test 
site with tl^m. 

More than 5,000 successful ap- 
plicants are now at work in 45 
countries in Asia, Africa and Latin 
America or complying training 
for their overseas assignments. 

The numtjer of VolunteCTS has 
increased 78 per c«it (from 2.816 
to 5,009) auMe last June 30.

The Virginia Coui}dl on Social 
Welfare dates back to 1900 when 
a group of civic minded men in 
Marion, Va. became aware of the 
need for the improvement of 
charitable and correctional work 
in the state. 

Serving first as a "fact-finder," 
the organization worked to pro- 
mote public interest in the wel- 
fare of dependent, defective and 
delinquent clauses, encourage and 
promote philanthropic work, pro- 
vide help for the worthy and 
gather information about the un- 
fortunate. 

Many times during the past ^ 
yeare the council has been the 
"laimching pad" for Vital investi- 
gations and Mit of their many 
studio have emerged an out- 
standing record of accomplish- 
ments. Just a few of these in- 
clude: 

1. Development of conununica- 
ble disea% and sanitation con- 
trols under the State Health De- 
partment. 

2. Development of the Tuber- 
culosis Association. 

3. Establishment of the facility 
now known as the Lynchburg 
Training School and Hospital for 
the epileptic and mentally ill. 

4. I^onsorship of many pro- 
grams for handicapped children, 
dating as far back as 1903. 

15. Establi^iment of a Virginia 
Juvenile Ctxirt system. 

6. Establishment of a Depart- 
ment of Welfare and In^iftutions. 

7. Establishment of the Vir- 
ginia Probation ai;id Parote sys- 
tem. 

8. A 27-year effort that led to 
the organization of the Division 
of Rehabilitatidn in 19M. 

9. The council was instrumen- 
tal in the establishment of a 60- 
bed hospital for emotionally dis- 
turbed children. 

A state-wide voluntary, non- 
profit, citizen organization, the 
council's current memtwrship is 
composed of about 1200 indi- 
viduals and over 300 organiza- 
tions. 

Through the efforts of hun- 
dreds of volunteers, the council 
has become recognized as a (1) 
route to the Virginia Legislature; 
(2) a reliable source of infomai- 
tion for the ccwimunity planner; 
and <3) a souree of technical in- 
tormi^n for tl» iffofeasional and 
la^nnan.

Summer Health, Safety 
Tips For Camp Listed 

Summer' aunp season is ap- your child will be a^giMd to a 



preaching again. If your boy or 
girl is planning on going to camp 
this year, it's time to start getting 
ready. 

First, of course, select a cai^. 
This depends on several factors, 
such ^ how much can you af- 
ford, do you want a-camp nearby, 
or some distance away, do you 
want a camp for boys or girls 
only, or a coned camp? Most cities 
and larger towns aren't far from 
a Scout or Y camp that charts 
only nominal fees. Or, there are 
the private camps in the moun- 
tains that cost much more. 

iMake your choice of camp, 
then fill in the registration forms 
and get them in the mail prompt- 
ly. The better cami^ fill up early. 

Find out about the camp's 
health and safety provisions. WiU 
the staff have preK:amp health 
examinations, including kitchen 
and nuuntenance pei^nnel? Is 
ttiere a doctor or registered nur% 
on duty at all times? Is ttw food 
prepared under safe conditions? 
Are menus planned by a trained' 
dietitian? Does the camp have a 
well equipped infiimary? Are all 
campers required to have a phys- 
ical examination and a physiaan's 
certificate? 

Most camps on the approved 
list of the American Camping As- 
sociation win n»et ^ of these 
health requirements. And you 
certainly have the right to be 
particular when your diild's safe- 
ty and health is involved. 

Arrange with your physician 
for your chiW's pre-camp checkup 
now. The doctor may find a minor 
health prelum that can be cor- 
rected before camping tkne. 

An imp^tant factor in select- 
ing a camp is to w^kB certain that 
tl» a^ level fits your child. The 
announced age span covers a 
wide range of j^ars, but in mo^ 
oisfM the diildrra are <^ nwghfy CMnmittee md Qm 
Om same a^. Find exit irt»tberioMindl of tte Sdeaee CM).

It i$ good news, indeed, that the Mayors 
of Virginia Btfach, Chesapeake, Norfolk & 
PortsffKJUth will sit down to discuss the 
wafer supply and its system for the entire 
ar99, A meetir^ of this type is long over- 
due and discussions should not become 
Involved in time consuming sessions. 
Rather a quick, and equitable solution 
should be forthcoming without delay. 

Time lost so far in the soolled water 
dispute between Norfolk and Virginia 
6e«:h has hurt the «x>nomy of this area. 
TYite, we feel, is a needless situation and 
the sooner a K>lution is reached the bett«- 
for everyone. 

It would s«em that a solution to the 
water problem between these neighborjng 
citi«s would be a simple matter. The area 
has in operation the Hampton Roads Sani- 
tation System and a Hampton Roads edu- 
cational TV* station. This type of area a> 
operaticm is ®c«ctly wliat is needed in the 
water qu^tbn. It seems so simple and 
shcH^d not require a lot of time. 

We believe that one of the first steps 
that should be decided and taken at this 
w^k's meeting would be that ttie watw 
would be made available to thc»e develop- 



ers in Virginia Beach, who have aimplied 
with all reqiJirements but who have Iroen 
held up and seriously affected by the lack 
of water to the new homes in their areas. 
We \^ould hope that Mayor Dusch makes 
such a proposal to the group— that water 
be made available immediately— and that 
a permanent solution could be reached 
after, some discussion. 

Action by the Virginia Beach City 
Council recently to hold up funds to the 
Tidewater Virginia Development CourKil 
until some progress is made In the water 
squabble is regrettable, we feel, since 
TVDC and the water question are not tied 
togeth^ and should not be linked to- 
gether. 

We believe the, water problem will 
soon be solved and we urge leaders of 
the respective communities to narrow the 
matter down to facts. We repeat that the 
water should be turned on now to builders 
and developments in the affected areas 
and should not be delayed through a series 
of meetings. Good faith would dictate 
that wliter should flow immediately t6 
these new ^eas,of Virginia Beach. We 
think that eventually an area-wide water 
system is the best answer.

Weight alone nas little to do 
with an anchor's efficiency. That 
the desiga is important is appar- 
ent when it's realized a concrete 
block will hold litfle more than 
it? own weight while thf modem 
lightweight patent anchor with 
pivoting flukes can hold hundreds 
of times its weight. 

A small outboard utility of un- 
der 15' can be anchored safely 
ur.der most circumstances with a 
4-pound patent anchor. A 15 to 20 
foot outboard will require an 8 to 
12 pounder — the heavier the bwit 
the heavier the anchor. 

A lightweight 25-foot crttisM, 
either oulfboard or irtboard, should 
be safe from straying with a 12 to 
15 pound anchor while a 30 to 
35^ooter will ride out a heavy 
blow with a patent hook of 20 to 
25 pounds. 

The anchor line should be long 
enough and heavy enough so .thit 
it will cushion sudden shock loads 
due to wave action and should 
lead nearly horizontally away 
from the anchor, that is parallel 
to the bottom, even when it is 
under strain. 

As a general rule of thun*, 
the anchor te^ kMtfMT %e at)ou( 
seven times as long as the depth 
of the vrater in which the boat 
is anchored.
